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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), filed April 29, 2004, to revive the 
above-identified application.

Since the amendment 
submitted with the instant petition on April 29, 2004, does not prima facie place the application 
in condition for allowance, the reply required must be a Notice of Appeal (and appeal fee) or the 
filing of a continuing application.
